master plan for the new Greenfield Community 
College, which rests in the files of Pres. 
Lewis 0. Turner, is a symbol of. hope -for 
administration, faculty, and students. 

By 1970, the College hopes to move into 
Phase I of a ten-million dollar complex 
which will serve a 1,500 student enrollment. 

Phase I which has a 1968 timetable, is 
currently snagged by the need for $250,000 
to be combined with an earlier appropriation 
of $200,000 to take care of the architect"s 
plend for a much larger facility than was 
originally planned. Already, the State 
Bureau of Building Construction has approved 
the college's master plan for a school with ~ 
a 4,000 enrollment. The difficulty is 
that other colleges are also competing for 
funds, and the money will be limite. 

Who would have thought that this tiny 
college sitting sedately on "Federal St. 

500 yds. north of the Common on Main St.", 
as it is described in the master plan, 
would be the nucleus of a project in the ca- 
tegory of "big business"? No one can deny 
that a $ten million complex is truly "big 
business". 

Enrollment has spiralled from 125 students 
in 1963, when the college opened, to 631 
last fall; enrollment of 725 is expected 
for next fall, even though it will crowd an 
already tight building. 

For lack of a gymnasium, the basketball 
team has to play off campus. For lack of 
a@ suitable auditorium, concerts and plays 
are being presented at Greenfield High School. 
There is no suitable study area except the 
library which, it is generally agreed, is 
overcrowfed, hot and stuffy. Even the lack 
of full-time service in the cafeteria is 
frustrating to faculty and students. And, 
no one has come up with a solution to the * 
parking problem. 

Here is the school picture as it exists 
today: there are seven general purpose 
classrooms and six special purpose ones, 
incluaing three rooms for nursing, arts 
and engineering technology in the rented 
Corsiglia building. 

Thirty-two faculty and administration 
spaces are distributed throughout. the 
building. The library is housed on the second 
florr. In the basement are the snack bar, 
the cafeteria, and the bookstore. 

The facilities on the third floor include 
laboratories as follows: geology, biology,

For comparison, Phase I éf the planned 
1,500 student facility will have 56 
classrooms; as follows: one lecture hall; 
12 general purpose classrooms; 2k special 
areas for 20°25 students each; and 10 
small special pu rpose rooms. 

Eighty-six spaces are reserved for 
faculty offices, as well as administration 
and student personnel offices. Reoms for 
special services will serve for counseling 
reading, speech and hearing. 

Total space in this facility, including 
maintenence and storage, will be 
225,000 sq. ft. 

The acreage, as pictured on the master 
plan wall maps in the college conference 
room, is as follows: roads anew parking- 
29 acres, physical education fields-19; 
required open space=15; physical plent-263 
surplus-38; land not recommeneded for building 
253; for a total of 152 acres. 

The first step, Phase I, will cost about 
$5million. As planned, this step would leave 
the audiatorium and foed areas for Phase L-b 
which will cost about the same, including 
equipment. 

Pres. Turner, at a recent meeting with 
legislators, explained the many unusual 
features of the preliminary design, inclu- 
ding a series of structures that are 
compressed into one area at levels. With 
this design, students will be able to pass 
between areas without going outdocgs. 

Money will be sought during the fiscal 
1969 budget, to start construction on Phase 
I. Because more land will be required 
to fulfill the hopes contained in the long 
range development plan and the master 
building plan, it was also agreed to try 
to convince officials of this need.
